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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment and Remarks filled 12 January 

2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9,11-15,17-27 and 29-33 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Re claims 1-9,1 1-14 and 23: The best prior art of record discloses a reflector 
lamp comprising a glass shell, a heat shield, a wire lamp, and a base extending from 
the bottom of the glass shell defining a nose chamber having a sealed off exhaust hole 
wherein a base of the nose chamber has a diameter of no greater than 1 inch. 
However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the sealed off exhaust hole being 
substantially offset from the center of the base as claimed in claim 1 . Claims 2-9,1 1-14 
and 23 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

Re claims 15,17,18,24,25 and 29: The best prior art of record discloses a 
finished reflector lamp comprising a glass shell, a wire lamp, and a base extending from 
the bottom of the glass shell defining a nose chamber. However, the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the nose chamber having a bottom and a perimeter wall having 
an inner surface, the perimeter wall and the nose chamber bottom defining a volume 
inside the nose chamber wherein substantially all of the perimeter wall inner surface is 
in fluid communication with the volume inside the nose chamber, the nose chamber 
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defining a slot having a major dimension and a minor dimension as claimed in claim 1 5. 
Claims 17,18,24,25 and 29 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

Re claim 19: The best prior art of record discloses a reflector lamp comprising a 
glass shell, a heat shield, a wire lamp, and a base extending from the bottom of the 
glass shell defining a nose chamber. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the nose chamber defining a slot having a major dimension and a minor 
dimension wherein the shape of the base of the glass shell has a substantially cross- 
shaped cross-section as claimed in claim 19. 

Re claims 20-22,26,30-33: The best prior art of record discloses a reflector lamp 
comprising a glass shell, a wire lamp, and a base extending from the bottom of the 
glass shell defining a nose chamber. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a flange extending from the outer surface of the glass shell and defining a 
perimeter of a chamber and an overhang portion extending over the chamber portion 
and being substantially continuous with the glass shell as claimed in claim 20. Claims 
21,22,26 and 30-33 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

Re claim 27: The best prior art of record discloses a reflector lamp comprising a 
glass shell, a heat shield, a wire lamp, and a base extending from the bottom of the 
glass shell defining a nose chamber. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the nose chamber having a bottom and a perimeter wall having an inner 
surface, the nose chamber defining a slot having a major and minor dimension and the 
nose chamber having a reflective coating disposed on the inner surface of the perimeter 
wall to reflect the light emitted by the wire lamp as claimed in claim 27.
